A NEw Tragedy was produced here on Saturday, respecting the 
authorship of which there has been much mystery, until Mr. 
Webster’s letter appearing in a morning journal, the report being 
current that Sir E, Bulwer was the writer. All speculation was 
however at an end, at the close of the new piece, when Macready 
announced the writer's name amid enthusiastic applause. It gives 
us great peasure to be able to inform our readers that the author is 
no other than Mr. Serjeant Talfourd. Macready informed the au- 
dience that the Tragedy had been placed in his hands by a friend. 
as the writing of a person named Collinson, of whom he had never 
heard, and that he read it merely on account of the great interest 
he felt for dramatic literature. Surprised to find so much that was 
beautiful in the writing, he felt that it ought to have a trial, and 
mentioned the subject to Mr. Webster, which led to its performance. 
Until this stage of the business Mr. Macready it seems was ignorant 
of the real name of the autbor. This information was received 
with the loudest cheers, and Serjeant Talfourd, who occupied a 
private box, was compelled to come forward, by the enthusiasm 
of the audience, and bow forth his acknowledgments. 

The story is highly interesting, the scene is laid at the period of 
Scoitland’s submission to the William dynasty. Mac Vich Ian, 
( Webster, ) the chief of the clan of the Macdonalds is absent at the 
opening of the piece, for the purpose of taking the oath of alle- 
giance to the new monarch. He arrives, it seems, at laverary a 
day after the appointed time, nevertheless his oath is registered,. 
and his allegiance accepted. On his return to Glencoe, he relates 
to the clan the circumstances of his mission, deploring at the same 
time the total overthrow of James. Helen Campbell, ( Miss Faucit, ) 
an orphan, protected by Lady Macdonald, is loved by two brothers, 
Halbert Macdonald, (Macready,) and Henry, (Howe.) The lat- 
ter, to whom her heart is wedded, has joined, from ambitious mo-: 
tives, the cervice of William Il]. while the former,whois brave and 
noble hearted, is firmiy attached to the cause of the dethroned 
monarch, and the Catholic religion. Glenlyon (Phelps, ) Helen’s 
uncle, arrives at Glencoe, accompanied by Henry and a large body 
of troops. His design is to extirpate the entire clan of the Mac- 
donalds, though he merely avows bis intention to Henry to reduce 
them to obedience. At this juncture Lady Macdonald learns with 
Pain the preference Helen has for Henry, knowing how fondly 
Halbert is attached to the orphan. She, however, breaks the secret 
to the young man, who will not credit it, feeling convinced that 
Helen loves him. In an interview with the latter, Halbert 
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wins an unwilling promise from her that she will wed him on the 
morrow. Preparations are made for the ceremony, but seized 
with jealousy, Halbert quarrels with his brother, who is on the 
way to Glenlyon with dispatches. After astrong mental struggle, 
however, he resolves to yield Helen to his rival on the marriage 
moro. Henry, unaware of his intention, has placed soldiers in the 
various passes of the mountains, and determines to interrupt the 
ceremony. The period arrives, and at the moment Halbert is gen- 
erously relinguishing Helen to his brother, a volley of muskeiry 
is heard without, and Halbert falls, pierced by a ball. The trea- 
chery of Glenlyon is made apparent to Henry, who becomes 
almost frantic, and Halbert dies beseeching his mother and Helen 
to retire to a monastery.
